Mr. Justice Smith's sugges- 
tion came in dismissing an 
injunction application by Sky- 
way Luggage Co., against the 
Upholsterers Inte rnational

Loffmark said earlier this 
year that the government will 
pay only 70 per cent of wage 
increases won by the 8.500 
members - -of—t-h-e— British 
Cclumbia Hospital Employees 
Union. 

He urged hospitals to 
mulate economies to make 
up the difference, The union 
has said this has resulted-in 
layoffs and a deterioration of 
care standards.

Stes FACTS COME” THROUGH 
in the current controversy over 
Greater Victoria Public Library 
affairs which augur well for the 
institution. One is the very healthy 
interest which persons from a wide 
cross-section of the community 
—PTA, labor, professional groups, 


individuals—are taking in the 
library’s affairs. If this interest 
were lacking, if major changes 
could be made in the library 


without anyone raising a voice in 
favor or against, then the library 
would be a very dead institution and 
probably not worth preserving. 

Such an institution can be viable 
only if it is an essential part of the 
community’s life and hence a 
matter of concern to a large portion 
of the population. On this basis the 
library may claim a_ reasonably 
satisfactory bill of health. 

The second welcome fact is that 
the controversy involves not a basic 
difference of whether the library 
should be helped, but essentially a 
difference of opinion as to how its 
best interesis may be served. All 
parties in the dispute seek the good 
of the library; they differ only in 
meiuod. 

~ * * 


The situation was precipitated 


initially by the concern of the 
Intermunicipal Committee — 
composed of representatives from 


the city and nearby municipalities 
—at the rising costs of the institu- 
tion and-in particular the high 
proportion of salaries contributing 
to those costs. The general increase 
was of course a parallel to what is 
found in the budgets of every civic 
and commercial’ institution these 
days; and the high incidence of 
salaries was due to the fact that, 
given its stock of books, the 
business of the library consists 
almost. entirely in providing services 
to the public. 

But it seemed obvious that after 
many years of operation it could 
reasonably be expected that certain 
over-staffing, overlapping of duties, 
inefficiencies in the flow of the 
work, should have developed. To 
meet the municipal concern regard- 
ing costs, it was proposed that a 
firm of consultants be engaged to 
look over the whole operation of the 
library and make recommendations. 
This has been done. It was natural 
that many persons as a result 
should be concerned about possible 
changes in customary ways, about 
staff reductions, about any thought 
that the widely appreciated services 
of the library should be decreased. 


Much of the initial controversy 
arose by-reason of hasty conclusions 
among members of the public, and a 
mistaken assumption that_ every- 
thing the consultants recommended 
would be adopted. Early protests 
were therefore frequently in error. 


A number: of objections arose 


merely- because timeworn. practices 


and methods were -to—be-changed; , 


altering moulds can be painful. 

Relatively few of the recom- 
mendations dealt with matters of 
librarianship. Such items as opening 
reference materials to the public, or 
incorporating the youth section 
with the general circulation, in- 
volved library practices which are 
widespread today. Most changes 
were of a technical nature: re- 
routing the traffic flow of borrow- 
ers, re-locating various depart- 
ments, trying to make more effec- 
tive use of the space in an aging and 
inadequate building. 

* x i * 


Some of these changes, such as 
the removal of the children’s section 
to the third floor, were adopted only 
tentatively (the section will be 
located in the basement in. the 
future). All are to be reviewed in 
the light of experience over the 
months ahead, and the library 
board has full powers to make any 
needed alterations. Under the new 
arrangements it has been found 
possible so far to reduce the number 
of staff by 15, by not replacing 


‘members who have voluntarily left 


over the past few months. Another 
15 or so vacancies may not be filled 
as they occur, in order to achieve 
the over-all reduction recom- 
mended in the report. This, too, 
willbe subject to revision aS ex- 
perience dictates. 

One salient consideration has 
governed all the changes. It was 
decided at the outset that the 
services of the library should not be 
reduced, and this determination still 
governs the board’s actions. 


* * * 


It was natural that many of the 
proposed changes should arouse 
criticism from some of the paid 
staff, and in particular the chief 
librarian whose responsibility is the 
operation of the library. In the 
process of formulating board policy 
such opinions. were invited and 
considered. But now the policy has 
been set by the board, the changes 
have been ordered, the responsi- 
bility for their results rests with the 
trustees. This situation should be 
recognized by all the staff, with 
whom implementation of the new 
program now rests and from whom 
the public should expect the same 
high standard of service which has 
always been associated with the 
local institutiorr 

One other comment remains: no 
amount of rearrangement can fully 
compensate for a quite inadequate 
old building which went into service 
64 years ago; nor can internal 
economies fully make up for the 
deficiencies of a- budget which by 
internationally recognized standards 
is not sufficient for—the—preper 
service of an educated community 
of this size. 


Farming Myths Crumble 


é ie FEDERAL TASK FORCE 
on agriculture has spelled out 
What has long been available in bits 
and pieces: Canadian farming is in 
a transitory stage from a protected 
and coddled industry to one which 
will have to stand on its own feet. 


Subsidies to Western Farmers 
should end immediately and be 
replaced with a three-year transi- 
tional program reducing acreage 
and cutting surpluses, according to 
the report. And agriculture should 
become more competitive, with no 
provincial protection for farmers. 
Free trade in agricultural products 
with United States farmers is also 
recommended, providing farm pro- 
duct tariff barriers between the two 
countries can be reduced. 


In a more sentimental vein 
the report says small uneconomic 
farms are finished and farmers on 
these lands will have to be assist 
in finding other productive labor. In 
blunt terms that means small 
family farms are a thing of the 
past. The old productive system of 


subsidies made for _ inefficiency, 
surpluses, and distorted production. 
In former times, a hard eco- 


nomic report, devoid of sentiment, 
would have brought down the wrath 
of farmers on rurally dominated 
legisldtures and Parliament. But in 
the last 25 years Canada’s farming 
population has fallen by 55 per cent 
and now comprises only 10 per cent 
of the Canadian population. The 
task force report claims it will drop 
to three or four per cent in the next 
20 years. 

One of the few Canadian myths 
is that of family farms and endless 
fields of wheat. Many urban- 
dwelling Canadians, however, are 
tired of paying expensive subsidies 
to a steadily diminishing minority of 
the country. The report will not be 
popular with farmers, it will herald 
painful re-adjustment on the 
Prairies. But the myth and often 
false prosperity. of Canadian agri- 
culture are finally faced with a 
realistic appraisal that will cause 
less hardship in the long run if its 
recommendations are implemented. 


FROM CALGARY 


Anxious About Wages, 


HILE the major-domos of the 

anti-inflation crusade are wor- 
ried mainly about wage rates, how are 
things going on the prices front as 
surpluses develop $ 
here and there in the 
boondocks? The 
answer at the 
moment seems to be 
anywhere but down. 
There has been a 
decade-long famine 
in rental housing in 
all the prairie cities. 


In the last ~ six 

months the shortage . 

has been converted Gray 
into a whopping surplus by newly 


completed construction coming onto the 
market. Just about every apartment 
building in Calgary has a vacancy sign 
on its front door. 

But apartment renters now shopping 
around for- next year’s accommodation 
are discovering thaf the surplus has not 
yet significantly lowered the asking 
prices. As far as the apartment owners 
are concerned, “hold the price line!’ 
means hold it up, not hold it down. As 
one agent said bluntly: 


“Our rents are based on 
mortgage costs, taxes and maintenance. 


our 


There is no way in which,we can reduce 


rents and survive with our mortgage. We 
will be a lot better off with a few vacant 


suites than with an overall rent 
reduction.” 
Instead of Cuts 

Instead of lower rent, the talking 


point is more luxury. This year’s new 
construction has shag carpets instead of 
the old-fashioned broadloom, dish- 
washers, built-ins, fancier gadgetry, heat 
lamps, intercoms and, for the first time 
in 20 years, children are being 
comed! In the apartment business, the 
theory seems to be that added gimcracks 
are anti-inflationary. 
Where the apartment 
been—striking—it-rich_has—been—with—full 
occupancy. When prudent owners base 
their rates on 10 per cent vacancy, and 
get 100 per cent occupancy, al! that 
extra income goes right on the top of the 
net return.

Jubilee Staff Asks 5-Year Deal 


The bargaining committee 
won support for a proposal 
which would see the associa- 
tion's 900-plus members get a 
$50 a month raise this year 
and again in 1971 but in- 
creases only sufficient to 
match the cost-of-living rise 
from 1972 through 1975. 


The proposed increases for 
this year and next would 
match those won recently in a 
two-year contract negotiated 
by the Hospital Employees’ 
Union, which bargains for all 
the other major hospitals in 
the province. 


Under the current contract, 
most of the association's 
members can earn a maxi- 
mum of $350 monthly. Wage 
scales range from a minimum 
of $307 a month to a maximum 
of $900 in a few highly special- 
ized positions requiring a mas- 
ter’s degree. 

Association statistics show 
80 per cent of its members 
are women and of these 72 per 
cent have dependents. 

The meeting also instructed 
negotiators: ‘to fight for job 
security, possibly through 
tieing the number of em- 


ployees on the payroll to a 
ratio of patients treated at 


the hospital or to winning six 
months notice of layoff. 

Employees also want a 
better deal on severance pay 
(there is none now), hours of 
work, statutory holidays, pay 
for shift work and increased 
responsibility in jobs.

the*soup kitchen lineups 
stretch clear around the 
block. It is when housewives 
whose husbands haven't 
brought home a pay cheque 
for months or years perpare 
meals that are long on 
potatoes and short on meat so 
the relief. money will stretch 
farther. 

Essentially, a depression is 
when the economy that 
seemed solid and strong for 
so many years reveals the 
quality of its foundations by 
tumbling in upon itself. 

We have not reached a 
state of general depression 
yet. Most of us, in - fact, 
continue to enjoy approxi- 
mately the same level of 
prosperity that we did before 
what has been politely termed 
a recession set in. 


But there is a shadow 
across the land, and signs of 
a trouble that will grow worse 
before it passes are every- 
where about. 

On the streets I travel, the 
realtor’s ‘For Sale’ signs are 
staying up much longer than 
they did a year or two ago:

Some of them have stood 
almost long enough for their 
Posts to take root. 

Also, words ,that wake 
uneasy echoes have begun to 
crop up in the news. ‘Laid 
off’, for instance, and this 
week, for the first time in 
many a year, ‘Pay-cut. And 
‘Unemployment’, now  be- 
comes commonplace. 


These and other signs don't 
indicate that depression has 
arrived. But they are route- 
markers along a road that 
Canadians who were around 
in the early and middle 1930's 
remember wery well. 

I'm not emphasizing these 
signs of changing times from 
a state of panic. It isn’t my 
intention, either, to -frighten 
anyone more than may be 
good for him. Further, I'm 
well aware that our economic

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Old Order Changing for Tsartlip 
As Well as the Teaching Nuns

“An American nun with an 
MA in educational psychology 
sits behind the principal's 
desk at an Indian School in 
Brentwood. 

Instead of a nun's habit she 
wears a green linen dress, 
and instead of a crucifix she 
wears a long beaded neck- 
piece that combines Indian 


designs and her name is 
Sister Margaret. 
She has taught Mexican 


Americans in Quonset huts, 
mixed races in the slum 
areas of Los Angeles, and 
once, for “a really easy job’ 
she taught teen-age girls at a 
convention San Bernadino. 

Her predecessors first came 
to Tsartlip school in 1945 at 
the invitation of a local bishop 
searching for the best teach- 
ers available for Indian chil- 
dren in his diocese. 

They were Sisters of the 
Immaculate Heart of Mary, 
an Order which emphasized 
high qualifications in: teach- 
ing, health services social 
service — and fine arts.

“I think it is a good thing 
that the Indian bands are 
forming a school board, and 
that the people want to do it 
themselves."” she said in an 
interview at the school. 

She and the Associatrion 
agree, too, that vast differ- 
ences in ecomomic and social 


background stil! make 
special school for Indian 
children essential. There are 


major health problems and 
the problem of irregular 
attendance to contend with as 
well. 


Many more Indian children 
attend public high schools 
now, but younger children 
need a period of adjustment 
in their own environment. 

To make up for lack of 
resources in the homes, the 
school has accepted the help 
of volunteer teacher aides. 

“We have asked parents to 
help. We have a number of 
women with ‘special skills 
teaching dressmaking and 
ceramics, as well as aides 
who work separately with 
children with serious prob- 
lems,’’ she said. 

“In a way the presence of 
the white people in the school 
playing and working with the 


children, has helped to bridge 
the gap between reservation 
and the first years at public 
school." 

The school is full of paint- 
ings and other are work, 
much with Indian themes, 
since the sisters have always 
encouraged the children to 
take pride in their history and 
culture. 

Their paintings and pottery 
have been on display at the 
Saanich Peninsula art show, 
and recently the little girls of 
the dressmaking class gave a 
fashion show at a garden 
party sponsored by the Tsart- 
lip Brownies. é Se 

Visitors to the schol are 
encouraged to chat With the 
children in the informal‘ 
classrooms, and the children 
are delighted to dance or 
sing. 

Again the contrast of two 
cultures is evident, when the 
children perform dances and 
chants they have made up to 
the rhythm of Indian drums, 
or sing an English folk song 
in three part harmony. 

Sister Margaret is retiring 
at the end of June to return 
to Los Angeles, but two other 
sisters plan to stay on next 
year to help during the 
transition period.

The conquest of the cocky 
root, for instance, will be of 
immense help to reforestation 
efforts in the province. More 
than 40 million seedlings are 
planted each year and if each 
has a chance of getting to a 
ripe age, all the better for the 
future economy of B.C 


Research is a compara- 
tively new thing in the forst 
industry. It is actually not 
older than 50 years. The 
federal government has estab- 
lished across Canada six 
regional research labora- 
tories, two forest products 
research labs and seven other 
forest institutes, On these it 
spends $28 million annually. 


The first forest research 
laboratory in British Colum- 
bia started on the campus of 
the University of B.C. in 
Vancouver in 1918. (The first 
forest research unit in 
Canada was established at 


McGill's university in 1913). 

The Saanich laboratory, 
located on Burnside Road, is 
an offshoot of a little depart- 
ment started on the UBC 
‘campus. The emphasis was 
first on how to achieve better 
utilization of products from 
the forests, but later this 
small department was 
charged with devising ways of 


achieving a greater yield 
from the forests. 4

Line, Form Become Important 


BY HILDA BEASTALL 


The tiny tubular blossoms, beloved by hummingbirds, are 
clustered tightly along the top six or eight inches of stem, 
drooping and slightly outwards in most varieties. Their color 
changes from deep coral to deep lemon as the blossoms 
gradually open and the bottom ones fade. 

Named varieties can be all lemon-yellow, all coral, or all 
white. These named hybrids are mostly of smaller stature 
and more slender, but all kniphofias when well established 
will produce 20 to 30 flowering stems during the season from 
early June till frost. 

The straight stiff stems last well when cut for designs in 
flower arrangements, but their habit of twisting gently 
towards the nearest source of strong light must be 
considered. 

This is no problem in show halls with strong overhead 
lighting, but in smaller daylight halls and in the home, some 
unexpected and interesting curves develop. 

The yuceas which grow here so well have stiff, 
tipped leaves to offer arrangers in design, as well a 
stems of large, lemon scented, waxy bells. 

Their size is the limiting factor for yuccas in small 
gardens because of dangerously sharp leaf points. They are 
good for floor-sized indoor arrangements, while the leaves 


alone depict arid scenes with driftwood and rocks ‘in smaller, 


arrangements.

A solid majority of 400 
association members attend- 
ing a stormy meeting at Oak 
Bay Junior Secondary en- 
dorsed the move Wednesday 
night. 

For three hours the meeting 
staggered .from one pro- 
cedural hangup to another 
amid shouting, boos, cheers 
and ayplause.

The ‘bargaining committee 
won support, for a proposal 
which would see the associa- 
tion's 900-plus members get a 
$50 a month raise this year 
in 1971 but in- 
creases only sufficient to 
match the cost-of-living rise 
from 1972 through 1975. 


The proposedincreases for 
this year and next would 
match those won recently in a 
two-year contract negotiated 
by the Hospital Employees’ 
Union, which bargains for all 
the other major hospitals in 
the province. 
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Under the current contract, 
most of the association's 
members can earn a maxi- 
mum of $350 monthly. Wage 
scales range from a minimum 
of $307 a month to a maximum 
of $900 in a few highly special- 
ized positions requiring a mas- 
ter’s degree.

On the streets I travel, the 
realtor’s ‘For Sale’ signs are 
staying up much longer than 
they did a year or two ago.

Some of them have stood 
almost long enough for their 
posts to take root. 

Also; words that wake 
uneasy echoes have begun to 
crop up in the news. ‘Laid 
off’, for instance, and this 
week, for the first time in 
many a year, ‘Pay-cut. And 
‘Unemployment’, now  be- 
comes commonplace. 


These and other signs don't 
indicate that depression has 
arrived. But they are. route- 
markers along a road that 
Canadians who were around 
in the early and middle 1930's 
remember wery well. 

I'm not emphasizing these 
signs of changing tirhes from 
a state of panic. It isn’t my 
intention, either, to frighten 
anysne more than may be 
good for him. Further, I’m

The scene was at Otter 
Point Road where a group of 
residents met government 
Officials to protest the grant- 
ing of a crown lease ‘to the 


Sooke Rod and Gun Club. 

The club is developing a 
skeet and trap course on 40- 
acres of property, but resi- 
dents in the area are opposed 
because of the noise nuisance 
from the gums. 

With the exception of one 
property owner, all residents 
near the range contended the 
government did not notify 
them of the club's application 
for a lease. 


Familiar Ring to Complaints 


They also said the govern- 
ment did not avail itself of 
the services of the Capital 
Regional Planning Board be- 
fore granting the lease to the 
club in late December. 

The government didn’t have 
to, of course, they pointed 
out, but they should have 
done so since Sooke is part of 
the regional district and is 
expanding fast especially in 
the direction of Otter Point 
Road. 

It was purely a local issue, 
but as a bystander I felt the 
complaints had a familiar 
ring. 

The whole matter smacked 
of bureacracy — the way 
government departments deal 
with people — the practice of 
doing things when nobody's 
looking. 

People faced with the ex- 
propriation of their lands by 
the B.C. Hydro make similar 
complaints. 

And so do people fighting to 
protect parklands.

granted without their knowl-
